Moreover, it the Symptoms ſti1] 
continue, he muſt be again let blood once,twice;, 
or oftner, interpoſing always ſome days, as you 
ſee occaſion ; but for the moſt part the ſecond 
Letting of Blood will be ſufficient. In the mean 
time, while this method is proſecuted, Jet him 
uſe the Peftoral Decottion, Eclegma and Oil 
of Sweet Almonds, preſcrib'd in the foregoing 
Chapter, eſpecially in the days that are free 
frem Purgation. 
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"Of the Rheumatiſm. 


In this Diſeaſe they are firſt taken with cold- 


I neſs and ſhivering, and the other ſymptoms of 
fa Fever; and after a day or two (ſometimes 
8 ſooner) they are ſeiz'd with a moſt ſharp pain, 


ſometimes in one part and ſometimes in another, 
bur eſpecially in the 'Wrifts, Shoulders and 
Knees, which ir leaves and afſaults by turns, the: 
part laſt affe&ted remaining for ſome time after 
red and ſwoin. The Fever wears off by degrees, 
the pain ſtil] contin:ing, yea and ſometimes rag- 
ing more cruelly than before. In Rheumatic 
Aches of the Loins, there is a moſt violent pain 
that remains fix'd about the region of the Loins, 
and counterfeitsthe Store 3 only the ſick perſon 
js not troubled with a defire to vomit. He can< 
not lie in his Bed, but either leaps out of it, or 
fies upright in it, perpetually toffing his body 
backwards and forwards. The Blood is like 
thar in a Pleurifte, 

Let ten ounces of Blood be taken from the 
Arm, of the ſide affected. | 

] ake Water of Lettuce,Purſlain and Water- 
Lillies, of each four ounces 3 Syrup of Limons 
one ounce and 'a half, Syrup of Violets one 
ounce: Mix and make a ſulep to be drunk at 
pleaſure. 

Preſcribe an Emulfion of the four greater 
cold ſeeds; 'and a Cataplaſm of the Crums of 
white Bread and Milk, ting'd with Saffron, to 
be apply d to the part affefted. 

The day after let the ſame quantity of Blood 
be taken away as before, which muſt be gee”

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ed after a day or two, and the ſame operation 
muſt be rejterated four times, or oftner, if need 
require : Obſerving that after the ſecond time 
there muſt ſil] be greater intervals interpos'd. 

In the days that are free from Phlebotemy, 
let a Clyſter of Sugared Milk be now and then 
injected, or thar which follows, 

Take of the common Decoction for a Clyſter. 
one pound, Syrup of Violets, and Brown Sugar, 
of each two ounces : Mix them for a Clyſter.: 

If the Patients Weakneſs will not permit the 
repeated taking away of his blood, then after 
the ſecond or third time, the Cure is to. be thus 
attempted, 

Let him take the common Purging Potion 
every ſecond day, while his illneſs continues, . 
and the ſame nights a compoſing Draught of the 
Syrup of Meconjum. 

But if theſe Remedies prove ineffeftua}, and 
the Feeblenefs of the Patient be ſuch,that he can- 
not bear any Evacuations, let him uſe the Anti» 
ſcorbutic Ele&tuary and Water deſcrib'd in the 
Chapter of the Scurvy, which are alſo uſefu] 1n 
the Scorbugge Rheumatiſm. 

In young perſons, and ſuchwho are not rguch 
addicted to Wine, the Rheumatiſm may be as 
happily cured by a very cooling and indifferently 
nouriſhing Diet, as by repeated letting of blood, 
which they cannot fo well bear. For example, 

Let the Patient live only upon Whey four 
days together ; and afterwards beſides his Whey, 
he may, once in the day, inſtead of a Dinner, 
ear little Bread made of fine Flower, «ill he 
petrfely recover : Qnly during the laſt days of 
his Illneſs, he may be allowed to eat another 
piece 
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piece of Bread for his Supper, After the ceaſing 
of the Symproms, he may eat boi!'d Chickens, 
and other Meats of eaſy digeſtion, obſervin 
every third day to feed only upon W hey, will 
he be perfectly reſtor'd to his former Health. 


Of the Eryſipelatous Fever, 


All the parts of the Body , eſpecially the 
Face, are ſwoln, red and full-of pain. The 
Face and Head are overſpread with little, thick 
Pimples, which ſometimes riſe into Bliſters, 
the Eyes are hid under the Swelling } Coldneſs, 
Shivering and other ſigns of a Fever do alſo ap- 
pear. There Is another ſpecies of this Diſcale, 
caus'd by the drinking of attenuating Liquors, 
in which there is a flight Fever, accompanied 
with Wheals, like the puſhes that are cauſed by 
the pricking of Nettles, which ſometimes riſe up 
into Bliſters, then tmmediately vaniſh, and 
Jurking under the skin, where they occaſion 8 
very troubleſome itching, after ſcratching they 
appear again. There 1s alſo another kind of 
Eruption , which uſually breaks out in the 
Breaſt; and is a broad ſpot that hardly riſcs 
above the skin, being ſcurfy and full of yellow 
Scales The Perſon affeted with it is well ſo 
long as it continues, but after its diſappearing 
there follows a ſlight ſickneſs, and the Llrine 
looks troubled and yellow. It is cured with the 


ſame Remedies that are preſcrib'd for a confir-, 
med Itch. Let the Patient drink Wine, and 


feed upon Mears of eaſy digeſtion. 
Let a Vein be open'd in the Arm, and nine 
or ten qunces of blood taken awaf» The m_ 
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day'let the common purging Potion be exki-|

* The Quinſy doth moſt frequently occur be- 
ewixt. the Spring and Summer, The firſt aſſault 
of the Fever is ſeconded dy a pain and inflama- 
tion of the Jaws; which together with the ſwel- 
ling of the Uvula, Tonſils and Laryux, renders 
the ſick perſon unable either .to ſwallow or 

breath. | 
Let a Vein be opened in the Arm, and & 
great, quantity of Blood taken away, Let the 
Sp infamd 
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Inflam'd parts be tcuch'd with Honey of Roſes, 
impregaated to a very high degree of acidity 
with Spirir of Vicriol, or of Sulphur, or wich 
Spirit of Vitriol alone. Preſently after ler the 
following Gargariſm be preſcribed, to be uſed, 
not afrer the. uſual manner, bur held in the 
mouth, without any agitation, tH1 it grow hot, 
and then ſpit out; and ever and anon repeated.

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day, and that he muſt teed upon Barley or Oat” 
meal Broths, and ſuch like things, and ufe ſmall 
Beer hopp'd, and Milk and Water for his or- 
dinary Drink. 


Of the Zfeaſles. ' 


T key chisfly invade Children.” The firſt day 
they are tak-n with a chilneſs and ſhivering, and 
grow hor and cold by turns. The ſecond day 
the Fever is perfected, and the following Symp- 
roms appear. Vehement Sickneſs, T hirſt, want 
of Appetite, the Tongue is white {but not dry) 
a little Congh, heavineis of the Head and E yes, 
and an inclination to ſleep, a humour perpetua]- 
iy dropping from the Noſe and Eyes, which 
tears are a moſt certain fign of the Meaſles. As 
alſo ſneezing, ſwelling of the. Eye-lids a lictle 
beiore the Eruption, Vomiting, a Diarrhea or 
Looſneſs, Creenneis of the Excrements, eſpe= 
cially in Children that are breeding Teeth. T he 
Sympcoms increaſe cill the fourth cay, in which 
(and ſometimes in the fifth) the Forehead and 
Face begin to be marked with little red ſpecks, 
not unlike to Flea-birings, which being afrer- 
wards augmented both in bigne(s and number, 
run together iacluſters, and ſtain the face with 
great red ſpots, that are made up of ſma]l puſhes 
raiſed, ſo little above the Skin, thar you can 
hardly perceive the protuberancy of them with 
your Eye, though you may feel it by ſlightly 
touching them with your Fingers. . | 

From the Face, where at the firſt they only 
aypear, they ſpread themſelves over the Breaſt 
Belly, and laſt of all the Legs, -in which parts 

+ Won they 
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they are broad and red, and riſe not above the 

ſurface of the skin. After the Eruption of the 
Meafles the ſymptoms are not mitigated, as in 
the Small-pox. The Vomiring indeed ceaſes, 
bur the Fever, Cough ard Difficulty of Breat h- 
ing are increaſed, and the deflution upon the 
Eyes, the drowſineſs and dejeftion of Appetite 
ſtil} continue, On the ſixth day or thereabour, 
the Forehead-and Face grow rough, the whea)s 
dying away, and the upmoſt skin being broken, 
in the reſt of the Body the ſpots appear very 
broad and red. About the eighth day theſe in 
the Face vaniſh, and ſcarcely are-there any to 
be ſeen in the reſt of the Body. The day fo)- 
lowing they diſappear entirely, leaving behind 
them certain mealy ſcales in the Face and Limbs, 
and ſometimes over all the Body; and at this 
time the Fever, Congh, and difficulty of Breathe 
ing increaſe. In adult perſons that are kept hor, 
the ſpots grow firſt livid and ther black. 

Take of the Petoral Decoftion, a pound and 
a half; Syrup of Violers,, and of Maiden-hair, 
of each an ounce and a half : mix and make an 
Apozem. Doſe three or four ounces, three or 
four times 1n the day, 

Take of Qil of ſweet Almonds, two ounces 
Syrup of Violets, and of Maiden- hair, of each 
an ounce ; White Sugar-candy, as much as ſuf- 
ficeth : mix and make an Eclegma, to be taken 
often licking, eſpecially when the Cough 15 
troubleſome. 

Take of Black. Cherry water, three cunces 3 
Syrup of Meconjum, one ounce : mix them for a 
Draught, which is to be raken every . night, 
from the begipning td the end. of che Diſeaſe, 
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augmenting or leſſening the Doſe according to 
the Age of the Patienr. | 

Let the ſick perſons keep theirBeds two days, 
afrer che firſt Eruption of the ſpots. 

If after the diſappearing of the Meaſles, they 
be ſucceeded by a Fever, difficulcy of Breathing 
and other Symptoms counterfeiting a Peripnex- 
mnt, in ſuch a caſe a Vein in the Arm is to be 
opened and a great quantity of Blood taken away, 
once, twice or thrice, as the occaſion ſhall re- 
quire, interpoſing always a convenient ſpace of 
time betwixt, 
the uſe of the PeCtaral DecoGtion above deſcribed 


as alſo of the Lohoth, or Oil of Sweer Almones 


by ic ſelf. 4.nd about the twelfth day from the 


firſt beginning of the Diſcaſe, let him be purg'd 


with a Lenitive Medicine.

Let the Patient alſo continue - 
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Bit happens over night, the Pocks will ſhow 
themſelves next morning, and are for the moſt 
part of a mjld ſort,and very rarely run together. 
On the fourth day -inclufively trom the begin- 
niog, and ſometimes later, but rarely ſooner, 
the Pocks break out, at which time the ſymp- 
toms' either abare, or entirely diſappear. . At 
the firſt, Reddiſh Puſhes appear ſcattered. over 
the Face, Neck, Breaſt and the whole Body 3 
then comes a Pain in the Jaws, which increaſeth 
as the Pocks riſe higher. About-the.eighth day 
from the firſt invaſion of the Diſeaſe, the inzer- 
vals between the Pimples, which were hitherto 
white, begin to be red and ſwoln, and affected 
with a diſtending Pain ; the Eye-lids ſwell,and 
Yke blown Bladders cover the Eyes. Next.a'- 
eter the Face the Hands ſwell, and the Fingers 
are diſtended ; the Pocks in the Face which be. 
fore were {mooth and red, now - appear rough 
( which is the firſt ſign of maturation ) and 
whitiſh : Moreover they caſt forth a yellowiſh 
Fuice, in colour not unlike a Honey-comb. The 

flamation of the Face and Hands being now 
at I. the intervals between the: Pimples 
appear of.a florid colour, like that of Dawask 
Roſes, and:the more benign the Pocks .are,. fo 
much the mote lively do both they,and the skin 
between them. expreſs that colour, The Pim- 
ples in-the Face: grow {till rougher nnd yellower 
as they grow riper 3 bur in the Hands and the 
reſt of the Body,they. daily grow whiter and leſs 
Tough. The eleventh day the Swelling and In- 
flammation abates, and the Pocks being arriv'd 
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off, . On the fourteenth or fifteenth they-periſh 
entirely; bur they-in the Hands are of a more 
obſtinate nature ; and being ſtill white and freſh 
they cotitinue a day or two longer, afcer which 
they Break ; whilſt theſe that are in the Face 
and the reſt of the Body fall oft in Scales, which 
in the Face are ſucceeded by Holes or Pits. Du- 
ring the whole courſe of theDiſeaſe,t! e Belly is 
either quite conſtipared, or very rarely per- 
forms irs Office, The greateſt part of thoſe to 
whom this Diſeaſe proves mortal, die .on the 
eighth day in the Diſtinct, and on the eleventh 
in the Running Kind. For when, . in the firſt 
ſort of Pocks, Sweating is promoted withCordials 
or 2 hot Regimen , on the foremention'd day, 


the Face,. which ſhould be ſwoln and inflam'd in. 


the diſtances between the Pimples, on the con- 


trary appears flaccid and whitiſh ; whilſt in the. 


mean time the Pocks are redand high, and even 


cantinue to be ſo after Death : That Swear alſo,. 


which had hitherto flow'd abundantly, ſuddenly 
diſappears : The Sick Perſon becomes light- 
headed, vehemently fick and anxious, tofferh his. 
Body, pifſeth little: and often, and within a few 
hours expires. | 

In the Running kind the Symptoms are the 
ſame, but more violent: The Fever (for.exam- 


ple) Anxiety, Sickneſs, Diſpoſition ro vomit,, 
- &*c+ do more cruelly torment the diſeaſed Per- 


ſon; bur there is not the ſame propenſton to. 
ſweat, as in the othes kind. A Looſeneſs ſome- 
times comes before the Eruption of the Pocks, 


and continues a day or two after, which ſcarce: 


ever happens in the Diſtinct ſort. On the third 
day,. or i00ner, rarely later,. they. b;eak aut, and 
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the ſooner they appear, the more they run to* 
gether.* Sometimss their Eruption is retarded 
till the fourth or fifth day, by the violence of 
ſome Symptom, ſuch as (for example) a Pain 
in the Loins, Side or Limbs, counterfeiting the 
Stone, Pleuriſy or Rheumariſm, or in the Sto- 
mach with yehement Sickneſs and Vomiting. 
The Symptoms abate not immediately after the 
coming out of the Pocks, as they do in the other 
kind ; but the Fever and the reſt alſo continue 
to affli& the ſick perſon many-days afterwards. 


Sometimes they break forth after the manner of . 


Eryſipelas, and ſometimes like the Meaſles, but 
are plainly diſtinguiſh'd by the time cf the Erupe 
tion. During the progreſs of the Diſeaſe, they 
do not riſe to any conſiderable height, but being 
intangled together in the Face, like red Bliſters, 
they cover the whole Countenance, which ſwells 
ſooner than in the Diſtin& kind. Afﬀcerward 
they appear like a white skin glu'd to the Face, 
and are not much higher than the Surface there- 
of, Theeighth day being paſt, the white Film 
grows daily rougher by degrees, and of a brown 
colour. The Þain in the Skin is more intenſe, 
till at laſt theScales fall off, which in fo cruel a 
Diſeaſe happens rot till after the twentieth day, 
This in the mean gime is worthy to be obſet y'd, 
that by how much nearer the ripening Pimples 
2pproach to a duskiſh colour, ſo much more 
dange:ous arethey, and diſappezr more flowly ; 
bur the yellower they are, rhey run the leſs to- 
gether and vaniſh more quickly. After the Film 
js fallen off there appears no roughneſs in the 
Countenance, bur it is immediately overſpread 
with mealy Scales of a very corroſive _ 
which

which leave Pits behind them, and oftentimes 
Scars. Sometimes the Skin of the Shoulders 
and Back comes off, T he Dangerouſneſs of the 
Diſeaſe is to be eſtimated by the number and 
frequency of the Pimples in the Face alone, 
T hele that are in the Hands and Feerare biggeſt, 
and the higher you aſcend from the extremities 
of the Limbs, the lefler and narrower they 
grow. In adult Perſons, Salivation, and a 
Looſeneſs in Children (tho not ſo certainly) ac- 
companies the Running Kind. The Salivation 
ſometimes begins at the time of Eruption, ſome- 
times two or three days after, the fick Perſon 
ſpirting at the firſt a thin matter, which on the 
eleventh day grows more viſcid, and is voided 
with great difficulty, He is thirſty, hoarſe, ex- 
exemely dull and fleepy ; the Cough ſometimes 
ſurprizes him as he &inks, and the Liquor re- 
eurnsthrough his Noſtrils. Then the Salivarion 
uſually ceaſeth, and unleſs the Swelling of the 
Face and Hands now notably beginning, and 
conſiderably laſting, ſupplies its roorw, the ſick 
perſon ferthwith dies + for though, according 
to the Genius of the Diſeaſe, 'the Swelling. of 
the Face ſhou)d abate ſomewhat on that very 
day, yet ought it not entirely to diſappear till 
a day or two after.” The Diarrhea fſurprizes 
not Children, ſo early as the Salivation doth 
Men, In both theſe Kinds of Small Pox, the 


Fever reigreth 'from the beginning to the time 


cf rhe Eruption, from which to.the time ot the 
Maturation of the Pimples ir abates, and.that 
being finiſh'd, vaniſhes. The Bad Regimen, or 
Government of the fick Perſon, cccafions -d{-

Buc when the Pocks are diftin&t, it will ſuf- 
fice to exhibir a Compoſing Draught once every 
night after the full Eruption , and alſo in a 
ſmaller Doſe. 

But of whatſoever kind the Pocks are; and in 
whatſoever time-of the Diſeaſe a Phrenſy ſu- 
pervenes, it is altogether neceflary to curb the 
diſorderly motion of -the Spirits, and therefore 
if the former Quieting Doſe prove ineffeual, 
it muſt be repeated again and-again, till the tu- 
mule be wholly afſwag'd ; interpoſing always a 
convenient ſpace between the Doſes, that we 
may be able to diſc#n, whether the laſt Doſe 
hath already perform'd as much as we deſire, 
before we proceed to exhibit another. 

If the Urine be totally ſuppreſt, let the fick 
Perſon be taken out of his Bed, and made to 
walk a little. 

If the Spittle by reaſon of the Heat be fo 
rough, that it cannor be expeCtorated, ler a Gar» 
gariſm be frequently injected into the Throat 
with a Syringe. It may be made of Small 
Beer or Barley Water with Honey cf Roſes : 
Or. thus. 

Take of the Bark of the Elmetree fix drams, 
Liquoriſh Roots half an ounce, twenty ſton'd 
Raiſins, Red Roſes rwo Pugils; boil them in 
a ſufficient quantity of Water to a Pint and an 
half; in which being ſtrained out,difſolve Oxy- 
mel ſimple, and Honey of Roſes, of each two 
ounces» Mix them for a Gargariſm. 

If upon the eleventh, or any other ſucceeding 


day, 
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day, the Secondary Fever, with Unquictneſs, 
Toffing of the Body, and ſuch like other Symp- 
toms, be (o fierce and high, that all the Pacific 
Medicines (how ofren ſoever repeated) are not 
able to put a ſtop to its Fury, and Death ſeems 
to be at hand, let a Vein be immediately open'd, 
and Blood copiouſly extratted, viz. to about 
twelve ounces, ad the ſame once or twice re- 
peated in the following days, if the confidera- 
tion of the for:mentioned Symptoms require ir, 
bur not otherwiſe. And in this caſe, after the 
Letting of Blood, the Patienc may be gently 


purg'd on the thirteenth, or any other ſuceeeding 


day, aid not before ; as for example, ler him 
tale an 041ce of the Lenitive Eleftuary, diflole 
ved ii: (03r ounces of Cichgry or Milk Water, 
But nei:her the Letting of *Blood nor Purging 
doth forbid the uſe of Compoſing Medicines, 
which (cheſe notwithſtanding) ought to be ex- 
hibited borh largely and frequently, if need be :

'Tis a ſort of Conyulſion, that infeſts Children 
from ten years old to the Age of Puberty. It 
is known by their Limping, or by the inſtabiliry 
of one of their Legs, which they draw after 
chem, after the manner of Fools. Ifthe Hand 
of the ſame ſide be laid upon the Breaſt, or 
any other part ef the Body, they cannot keep it 
a moment in the ſame poſture, bur ir will be 
diſtorted by the Convulſion into another ſitua- 
tion and place, whatſoever efforts they make to 
the contrary. Before one of theſe can put a Cup 
to his Mouth, - he uſerh a thouſand ridiculous 

eſtures, and Jugler-like Tricks: For he doth 
bot bring it to his mouth _ a ſtraight line, wes

Conyulſion, he toſſes it a good while hicher and 
thicher, till at laſt as it happens to come near to 
his Lips, he ſuddenly throws the Liquor :nto 
his mouth, and greedily {wallows 1t down, as 
if he intended to make Sport to the Spectators.

Let a large and ſharp bliſtering Plaſter be 
applicd to the hinder part of the Neck.

ſon fir upright in his Bed , nor oppreſſed wich 
too great a burthen of Cloaths,

Symptoms, an account of which you may read: 
in the Chapter, Of the Biliows Colick, 

If the Patient be of a.-ſanguine Cy 
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Jet ten ounces of Blood be taken from the Arm 


anſwering to the affefted Kidney; then ler a 
Gallon of Poſler, in which two ounces of the 
Roots of Marſhmallows have been boil'd, be 
haſtily ſwallow'dYown, and the following Cly- 
ſer injeed.

Of the- Dyſentery , Diarrhaa and Tenefmus. 


There is firſt a chilneſs and ſhivering , then 
an univerſal Heat all over the Body, which is 
ſhortly follow'd by Gripings of the Guts, and 
theſe by a frequent voiding of ſlimy matter (on- 
ly ſometimes tome Stools of natural Excrements 
are interlac'd ) with tormenting pain, and as it 


were a deſcending of all the Entrals,with which 
| the . 
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the fick perſon is miſerably afied as often as 
he goeth to Stoo!, Inthe mean while the mat- 
ter that is evacuared, 1s intermixt with ſtreaks of 
Blood ; thcugh ſometimes not the leaſt mixture 
of Blood doth appear during the whole courſe 
of the Diſeaſe. In an advanc'd Dyſentery ſome» 
times pure Blood is voided, and the Entrals 
affefted with an incurable Gangrene, When the 
ſick Perſon is in the prime of his age, or heated 
by the uſe of Cordials, he is taken with a high 
Fever, his Tongue is ſomewhat white, cover'd 
all oyer with a cerrain thick ſlime, ſometimes 
black and dry. T he ſtrength of the Body is 
overthrown, the Spirits are difipated, and the 
inward parts of the Mouth and Throat ulcera- 
ted, more eſpecially when the evacuation of 
the peccant matter is unſfeaſonably ſtopet by 
aſtringene Medicines, before that which nou- 
riſheth the Diſeaſe is expell'd by purgation. 
Sometimes the Dyſentery comes without a Fe- 
ver, and the Gripings of the Guts leading the 
Dance, the reſt of the Symproms follow. 

In a Dtarrhaa, Excrementitious Humours are 
voided wirhout Blood, or the ulceration of the 
Entrals. | 

In a Teneſmws, there is a perpetyal defire to go 
to Srool, yet nothing is evacuated but a little 
bloody or purulent Slime. | 

Let a Vein be opened in the Arm as ſoon as 
may be, the ſame night a compoſing draught 
exhibited, and the next morning the common 
purging Potion, which muſt be repeated to rwo 
other Doſes every ſecond day, as alſo the pa- 
cific draught after the operation of the purging

Sometimes it falls our, that afcer a Dyſentery 
hath been 111 cured, the fick Perſon is for ſome 
years troubled with rormenting Pains ; but by 
the repeated letting of Blood, he may be reſto» 
red to his former health. 

"Note, that in ſuch Conſtitutions of the Air 
as are leſs favourable to this Diſtemper, omit- 
ting all Evacuations, it is cured by the alone uſe 
of Laudanum, repeated every morning and even-

Tc is a moſt fierce Pain in the Guts, which be- 
gins with a Fever that laſts a few hours. Either 
1c wrings them, as if they were girt with a Swa- 
thing-Band ; or being contracted into a Potnr, 
bores them as it were with an Awger. Some- 
times {e grants a Truce, but preſently returns co 
rhe Aﬀaule, Ac the beginning it is not ſo cer- 
eainly fixed in any one Point, there is nor ſo fre- 
quent a defire to vognit, nor doth the Belly fo 
ſtubboroly refift the force of purging Medi- 
cines ; but by degrees, as the Pain is augmented, 
it is alſo more obſtinately fixed in a Point, the 
defire zo vomit grows more troublefom and fre- 
quenr, and the Belly more coſtive, till at laſt 
the Colic degenerares into the 1liac Paſſion. 

It is thus diſtinguiſhed from the Stone in the 
Kidneys.

When this Diſeaſe, having been untkilfullp 
handled, hath continued very long, and the ſick 
perſons haye been reduced to extreme Feebles 
neſs by it, the liberal drinking of either Plague 
Water, Aqua Mirbilz, or any other with which 
they were wont to be moſt delighted while they 
were 11 health, hath helped them beyond all ex= 
pectation,

1s a Diſeaſe like vnto it, occaſioned by Surfe it- 
ing ard Gluttony 3 which tho it be cured after 
the ſame manner, '1s yet of another Form, The 
Signs are enormous Vomiting, and the voiding 
of corrupt. Humours . by Stop]; with grear 
Trouble and Difficulty ; Vehement Pain, Swel-

Ler a tender Chicken be boiled in About three 
Gallons of Spring Water, that there be ſcarce 
uny taſte of Fleſh perceivable in the Liquor,and 
Jet che ſick perfon ſwallow down ſeveral large 
Cups of this DecoRion lukewarm , o» ( for 
want of it ) of Poſſet, whilſt in the mean time 
Clyſters of the ſame Liquor are ſucceſhively in- 
jetted. And an ounce of the Syrups of Let- 
euce, Violets, Purſlain, and Water-Lillies , or 
any of them, may be now and then mixed both 
with the Draughts and Clyſters. ; 

"The Bufineſs of Waſhing being finiſhed, which 
requires the ſpace of three or four hours, a 
compoſing Medicine puts an endo the Cure. 

W hen the Phyſitian is not called till after the 
Patient is utterly ſpent and enfeebled by the 
Evacuations, and the extreme parts are already 
cold, recourſe muſt immediately be: had to 11- 
quid Laudenum, and that in a large Doſe, ( viz. 
25 drops of it in an ounce of Cinnamon Wa- 
ter) which even aiter the ceaſing of the Sym- 
ptoms ought ſti!l to be repeated, but in a lefler 
Doe, till the fick Perſon be reſtored to his for- 
mer health. 

There is a ſort of Cholera, that uſually trou- 
blech Children, and is often fatal ro them,which 
is occaſioned by their Breeding of Teeth , or 
Surfeiring. 

Their tender Age will not bear the waſhing 
of their Sromach wich large Draughrs of Li- 
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quors, much leſs the raiſing of a greater tumule 
in the Humours by purging Medicines ; and 
therefore the whole Cure js to be committed: ro 
the uſe of Laudanum. Let two, three, four, or 
more drops of it, according to the Age of the 
Child, be. exhibited -in a Spoonful of Small 
Beer, or ſome convenient Water, and repeated 
as the occaſion ſhall require. 


Of the Diſeaſe call'd Colica Piftonum , or the 
Colic of the People of Poictiers:

Firſt, that the glut of the corrupt Humours 
lodged in the:Stomach may. not obſtruct the effi- 
cacy of the quieting Medicine, let a Jarge quan- 
tity of poſſer ( as for example a Gelon and an 
half )' be ſwallowed down, and caſt'forth again 
by vomiting. After which, exhibit 25 drops of 
Jiquid Laudanum: in an ounce of ſtrong Cinnamon 
Water, plague Water, or any: other convenicat 
Vehicle. | 

Concerning the uſe of the compoſing Medi- 
Cine, it is to be-obſerved, that they ought. to be 
conſtantly repeated, til] the Symptoms wholly 
diſappear, interpoſing. a convenient ſpace be- 
tween the Doſes,that ſo we may be able-to jucge 
EO efe&t of cne; before another be exhibi- 
ted.

The Feet and Legs 
being.extremely ſwolo, the Waters ruſh 1ato the 
Abdomen, and by degrees filling vp its capacity, 
ſtretch it ſorth to the uttermoſt, till at Jaſt fal- 


» ling upon ſome of the more noble Entrals, the 


ſick perſon is drowned, As the bulk of the 
parts affeted increaſeth, the reſt do propor- 
tionably grow more and more ſlender. In the 
mean time there is a difficulty of Breathing, 
and litele Urine is voided. This Diſeaſe doth 
commonly aflault Men when they grow old, and 
Women when they leave off Child-bearing. 


The principal Scopes of the Cure are, firſt 


the evacuations of the Waters, and then by the 
reſtauration and ſtrengthning of the Blood, to 
prevent the new increaſe of the Waters.

Te begins with an unuſual pain of the Genitals, 
and a rolling of the Teſtices. If the Head, or 
Nut of the Yard be ſtil] covered with the Fore- 
Skin, a ſport like a Meaſle appears on the top of 
it, immediately after liquid matter, reſembling 
Sperm begins to drops out, which daily re- 
ctding from:the colour and confiſtence of Seed, 
at length. grows yellow, and of a more dilute 
colour than the Yolk of an Egg. In the Vene- 
real Pox, that are rifen to: a higher degree of 
virulency, the ſame is green, and mixt with a 
watry humour tinged with Blood. The fore- 
mentioned W heal at length degenerates into an 
LKcer, not unlike the Exulcerations in Chil- 
dren's Mouths, which daily eateth deeper and 
wider, the Orifice being beſer, with a Calls, 
Thoſe thar are circumciſed, or have the Nuc 
of the Yard ſtripe bare, are not troubled with 
an Ulcer therein, bur only wich the Cionorrhea 
or Running of the Reins. Preſently a violent 
pain is felr in the Yard, as often as it 1s erected, 
eſpecially in the night, when the fick perſon is
